WASHINGTON, March 9. After reading the 


journal tbe chair laid before tbe senate a com- 
munication from-tbasecretory nf «U'e, being 
notice that he (Bayard) bad forwarded to the 
legislature of Delaware tbe resignation of his 
position 'as senator. Also communications 
from tbe secretary of the Interior and the 


, attorney general notifying the senate of tbelr 
' acceptance of cabinet positions and requesting 
tbe president of the senate to so notify tbe 
legislatures of their respective states.

luolutlon offered Friday by Van 


Wyck, making Inquiry of trie secretary of the 
Interior In regard to tbe Issuance of patents 
to the "Backbone" road was laid before the 
senate and Tan Wjck epQke at length. 


He Mid It was a matter of sincere regret 


that tbe last act of fie late administration 
should have been performed at the dictation 
and in the interest of corporate wealth. He 
detailed the history of tbe "Backbone" road 
and it* mysterious record, "which," he said, 
"termed a most remarkable chapter In mil 
road annals." Gould and Ilunllngtou, he tie- 
ciared, were scheming In this matter, as they 
were with the. Ft. Scott <fc Texas Pacific, using 
tbe same Uctlcs «nd the same influences. 
They would not consent that congress should 
forfeit this grant unless It should at the same 
time convey it to them. The proposition was

Teller, replying to Van Wyck, said: "Mr. 


I'rmldent, my. experience In this body h»ff not 
boon »a lengthy as some that sit before me, 
but after something Over eight yean 1 have 
boon In tbe public service, 1 confess to con- 
siderable astonishment on picking up a reso- 
lution so discourteous, 30 unscuatorlal as this 
to a co-ordinate branch of tho government. 
I suppose It has accomplished tho purpose for 
which it was Introduced, it hns enabled tho 
mover of~thlsroanlnttouto uppoar before the 
public, not for tho first time, nor ou tho first 
occasion, but as h» has on various occasions, 
ns tho special champion of tho labor classes 
of the down-trodden people of this country. 
I assume the senator, In introducing the reso- 
lution, expected nothing more. He hardly

Teller, "had submitted to the attorney gen- 
eral the question whether tbe company n«d 
the right claimed to these lands. Courtesy 
and common decency demanded tbat when 
tbe *>ecuOve office asked for tbe attorney 
genet's opinion on'a point ot law he should 
respect that opinion. If that wts not so, then 
all departments of the government for eighty 
years had teen proceeding ou a false basis. 
It was left for tbe senator from Nebraska 
to 
say that

and after receiving It, the officer making the 
request should turn around and say to the at- 
torney general: "Your law is bad and I shall 
decline to be goveiued by it"

department under nny such defense as that, 
be relied abselntel* on tbe law of the rase. 
Did any man having a knowledge of the facts 
deny that the land was assignable'.' When It 
became appamnt tbat congress would Ulte no 
action upon this matter then aud not till then 
did tbe interior department Issue the patents. 


An attempt, Teller contlrmed.had boon made 


to make it appe-r that this wan a psomllar case 
and there w*s Kfuat anxiety sbomi about set- 
tlers. Why had not anxiety boon shown as to 
other grants issued for roads completed after 
the expiration of tbe allotted term? Among 
them was a Wisconsin- company tbat had 
received 1,000,000 acres of land for a line 
completed many years after tho expiration of 
the term allowed, and that had not beeu done 
nnder th« administration of_tbe late secro 
tary. Settlers had goue in ou the lands ot tbe 
Northern Pacific. Tbe railroad has since per- 
formed tbe conditions ot its grant 
Had tbe 


senator from Nebraska,ever attempted to 
"protect" those settlors? Had anybody else 
In congress attempted to do It? Not one man. 
This talk about "settler" was blood and thun- 
der for the public. If Teller might be per- 
mitted to refer to himself he would say tbat 
bj hb rulings In tbe interior depaiduent he 
had dqne more for settlers on public lands 
than tbe senator from Nebraska had done In 
his lifetime In the public service.
